(9) A candidate must satisfy the Commission and the appointing authority 
that his character and antecedents are such as to make him suitable for appoint- 
ment under the Council. 

(10) The decision of the Commission on the question whether a candidate 
does, or does not, satisfy the requirements of sub-rule (5), (6), (7), (8), or (9) 
ah all be final. 

(11) The Commission may in exceptional circumstances, relax all or any of 
Ihe requirements of sub-rules (5) to (8) if the Commission considers it to be 
in the public interest to do so.

(4) The manufacturer shall enter Into a bond, in the form hereto annexed, 
with the Collector to the extent of twice the amount of excise duty payable on 
the non-duty-paid excisable goods required by him during any month for manu- 
facture of such articles and on the articles proposed to be so manufactured during 
that month,

(Iv) Quantity of unmanufactured tobacco. 

(v) Quantity of imported tobacco used, if any. 

(vi) Quantity of waste tobacco arising out of operation. 

(vii) Number of Cigars and Cheroots manufactured and their total weight, 
(vlii) Date of completion of operation. 

(8) Clearance ex bond shall be allowed free of duty provided the articles are 

exported, within three years of the date of the oldest consignment of excisable 
goods received by the manufacturer for manufacture of such articles, to any 
country or territory outside India or the State of Pondicherry other than a country 
or territory with a common land frontier with India which has been declared to be 
a foreign territory under section 5 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), 

except Pakistan and Burma, or shipped as provisions or stores for use on board 
a ship to a foreign port: and the packages containing all such articles -shall be 
marked conspicuously with the words "FOR EXPORT EX-BOND’’. 


(9) Any waste arising from the process of manufacture in bond shall be cleared 
from bond on payment of duty unless it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Collector that such waste has arisen solely from Imported materials or. at the 
request of the manufacturer, if found unfit for further use or not worth the duty 
payable thes eon, shall be destroyed in the presence of the proper officer, the duty 
payable theieon being remitted. The Collector may, subject to an account being 
rhaintained to his satisfaction, allow any waste material to be used again for 
manufacture in bond. 

(10) The Collector may at his discretion permit in each individual case clearance 
of any or all such articles for home consumption, on payment of the excise duty 
leviable both on such articles and on the excisable goods used In the manufacture 
thereof in the same manner as excisable goods Intended for home consumption 
arc cleared from the place of their production or manufacture.

(f) specify the conditions subject to and the manner in which, the articles

(g) require any person, who has been concerned at any stage with the 

manufccture, sale and transfer of the articles under export to broduee 
books or accounts and other documents of whatever nature relating to

(c) “press-mud" means the residual mud left over after filtering sugarcane 

juice in the course of manufacture of sugar by the vacuum pan and 
sulphitation process, 

3. Sale of preSH-mud, — (1) No producer of sugar shall sell press-mud except 
to a purchaser who furnishes to rum a certificate in writing that he will sell or 
use the press-mud purchased by him only as manure. 

(21 If a producer of sugar is unable to sell his press-nuid during the sugarcane 
crushing season in accordance with sub-clause (1), he mav sell the press-mud 
without the said certificate but after obtaining a permit under clause 4 

4 Permitting aatbortty, — A permit for the sale of press-mud referred to in 
sub-clause (2) of clause 3 shall be issued by the Chief Director (Sugar), Directo- 
rate of Sugar and Vanaspatl, Ministry of Food and Agriculture, New Delhi, or 
any other oiTrer authorised in this behalf bv the Central Government on 
application made to him in this behalf. The Chief Director or other officer may, 
before issuing a permit, make such enquiry as he may consider necessary. 

5. Production of documents for inspection. — Every producer of sugar shall 
produce, for inspection on demand by any officer authorised by the Central Gov- 
ernment in that behalf, all or any records or accounts of production and sale 
of press-mud and certificate or certificates obtained from purchasers in respect 
of the press-mud sold.

(d) any colouring matter except caramel.

THE CENTRAL PASSPORT AND EMIGRATION ORGANISATION (INITIAL

Chapter I 
Preliminary 

1 Title. — Three Rules may be called she Central Passport and Emigration 
Organisation (INITIAL CONSTITUTION AND MAINTENANCE) Rules, 1959. They 
shall come into force with effect from the l.;t of January, 1959.

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2. Application. — These rules shall apply to all Government servants who were 
borne on the establishment of either a Regional Passport Office or an Emigration 
Office In India on 1st January 1959 and to all those who may hereinafter be appointed 
in accordance with these rules to the Central Passport and Emigration Organisation 
(hereafter referred to in abbreviated form as C.P.E.O.) which has been formed 
with effect from 1st January, 1959, after amalgamation of the Central Passport 
Organisation and the Emigration Organisation,

(2) The duty posts and authorised strength will be reviewed every three years.

Chapter IV 

Initial Constitution of the C.P.E.O. & Appointments 

5. Recruitment at the Initial constitution. — At the initial constitution appoint- 
ments shall be made only to Grade III, IV, V, VI and VII of the service. The 
duty posts in Grades I and II shall be filled in accordance with para 13 of these 
Rules, 

6. Provisional appointment. — Any officer who on the prescribed date is borne on 
the establishment of either a Regional Passport Officer or an Emigration Office in 
India shall, on that date, be deemed to have been provisionally appointed to the 
C.P.E.O. on the same post, in the same capacity and on the same scale of pay 
as obtained on that date: 
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Provided that the above provision shall not confer on any officer any rights 
privilege or advantage which the said officer did not possess on the preset ibed date. 

7. Grading of officers provisionally appointed. — (1) The Reorganisation Board 
referred to In paragraph 9 beJow shall, as soon as may be, grade each officer 
referred to in paragraph 6 for formal appointment, ’o one of the grades re 1 erred 
to in paragraph 4 other than Grades I and II. The existing incumbent o* 1 the 
post of Controller of Emigration shall however, he eligible for appointment to 
Grade II. 

(2) Such grading shall he made on the basis of the confiiGons of eligibility- 
laid down in paragraph 8 below. 

(8) If, after such grade, there is surplus staff for whom no regular posts in 
the C.P.E.O, exist, such surplus staff shall be appointed to supernumerary posts 
to be created for the purpose. An officer appointed to a supernumerary post 
will continue in such post till he is absorhed in a regular post, or, being found 
unfit for further service, is discharged. 


8. Conditions of eligibility for appointment to particular grades, — (1) Educa- 
tional Qualifications: 


An officer shall be cligib 1 e for appointment only if he possesses the educa- 
tion qualifications mentioned below in respect of the grades specified:— 

(a) Grades 111, TV and. V.— 1 The officer should have passed the degree 
examination of an Indian University or hold qualifications from a 
foreign University recognised to be equivalent. ' 

lb) Grades VI aiid VII .—' The officer should have passed the matriculation 
or higher secondary or other equivalent examination of an Indian 
University or hold qualifications from a foreign University recognised 
fo be equivalent; 


Provided that the educational qualifications referred to in (a) above may 
be relaxed by the Reorganisation Board where the Officer has the 
education qualifications referred to in (b) above, entered the service 
of the Central Government or a State Government in India in the 
clerical grades and has rendered continuous service for the number 
of years shown against each grade below: — 

(i) For appointment to Grade III 18 Years. 

(ii) For appointment to Grade IV 13 Years. 


Gil) For appointment to Grade V ft Years. 

Gv) For appointment to Grade VI 5 Years. 


Provided further that in respect of officers belonging to Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes as defined bv any notification issued by the Government of 
India, the qualifying periods referred to in the proviso above shall be reduced to 
the following: — 

fit For appointment to Grade III 15 Years. 

Gil For appointment to Grade IV 10 Years. 


(iii) For appointment to Grade V 5 Years. 

(iv) For appointment to Grade VI 3 Years. 


2. Service Qualifications: — 

(a) An officer shall be eligible for appointment to a grade only if he has 
rendered the service as shown below against the grade concerned: — 


(i) Grade III. — Five Years’ service in a post included in Grade IV or 

an eauivalent post or on pay exceeding the minimum of the time 
scale of pay of Grade IV 

(ii) Grade IV .- — Five Years’ service in a post included in Grade V or
